education, and in 1825. at the age of 
18, wa^ graduated from Transylvania 
University with high honors. 
He at 
once took up the study of law 
and 
was adm itted to the Kentucky 
bar 
in 1829. 
In the following year, 
a t ­ 
tracted by the opportunities in 
the 
rapidly expanding West, he em igrated 
to Missouri, and located in what was 
then the frontier settlem ent of Liber­ 
ty in Clay county. 
In April of 1830 
he was adm itted to the Missouri bar 
and at St. Louis received his license 
to practice in the State. 
His success 
and brilliancy as a law yer soon won 
him recognition and 
in 
1834, and 
again in 1838, he was elected to the 
Legislature as a representative from 
Clay County, on the Democratic tick­ 
et. 
In February. 1841, Atchison was 
commissioned by 
Governor 
Thomas 
Reynolds judge of the newly formed 
tw elfth judicial circuit, then compos­ 
ed of the counties 
of 
Clinton

Plate. 
He took up his residence 
in 
that year in Platte City. 
Upon 
the 
death of United States Senator Lewis 
F. Linn in 1843, 
Atchison 
was 
ap ­ 
pointed 
by

He was elected to the Sen­ 
ate in 1845, and four year- later was 
re-elected, serving until 1855. 


During his early 
political 
career 
Senator Atchison was an ardent Ben­ 
ton Democrat. By the year 1848, how­ 
ever, he had come to differ with 
the 
veteran senator on the slavery 
ex­ 
tension issue and had become one 
of 
the leaders in the anti-Benton faction 


the United States Senate he was es- 
fiecially prominent in the legislative 
controversy over the organization of 
Kansas and N ebraska 
as 
slave 
or 
free territories. 
His 
advocacy of 
a 
slave soil policy brought 
him 
into 
conflict with Benton, 
who 
was, 
of 
course, bitterly opposed to the 
ex ­ 
tension of slave territory. 
In 
1819, 
he allied himself with Calhoun 
and 
was instrum ental in having the ‘silver 
tongued’ statesm an elected president 
pro tern of the Senate. In 1750 he led 
to victory the anti-Benton Democrats 
md the 
Whigs 
who 
brought about 
Benton’s final defeat in the senatorial 
race of 1851. 
On his retirem ent from the Senate 
in 1855, Atchison continued to take an 
active interest in politics and was re ­ 
garded as a leader of the proslavery 
party in the K ansas-N ebraska border 
troubles. 
On several 
occasions 
he 
commanded forces on K ansas soil. 
A t the out-break of the Civil W ar. 
ho joined the Missouri S tate troops in 
the Confederate cause and remained 
with the arm y until a fte r the battle 
of Klkhorn. 
At the close of the war 
Senator Atchison retired to his home 
in Clinton County, w here he lived hap­ 
pily am ong his hooks for m any years, 
enator Atchison was never 
married. 
His death occurred in Clinton Coun­ 
ty on Ja n u a ry 6, 1880.
